 Beginning on page 3, after line 11, strike all of sections 3 and 4 

and insert the following: 

 

 "NEW SECTION.  Sec. 3.  (1) No person may operate an unmanned 

aircraft in Washington state airspace that is equip ped with an active 

sensing device unless: 

 (a) The federal government has provided specific a uthorization for 

the operation; or 

 (b) The operation complies with each of the condit ions established 

in section 4 of this act. 

 (2) For purposes of subsection (1) of this section  and section 4 

of this act, "specific authorization" by the federa l government 

includes authorization issued pursuant to the feder al aviation 

administration modernization and reform act of 2012  (49 U.S.C. 40101) 

or other federal authority establishing that the op eration is lawful 

and permitted under federal law, except that "speci fic authorization"  

does not include operation of an unmanned aircraft pursuant to the 

exemption from regulation for recreational uses est ablished in the 

special rule for model aircraft of the federal avia tion administration 

modernization and reform act of 2012 (49 U.S.C. 401 01 Sec. 336). 

 (3) Nothing in this chapter may be construed as au thorizing the 

use of, prohibiting the use of, or regulating in an y manner the use of 

an unmanned aircraft by a public agency. 

 

 NEW SECTION.  Sec. 4.  An unmanned aircraft may not be operated in 

Washington state airspace unless the following cond itions are met: 
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 (1) The unmanned aircraft has specific authorizati on from the 

federal government, as defined in section 3 of this  act; or 

 (2) The unmanned aircraft is clearly and conspicuo usly labeled 

with the name and contact information of the aircra ft's owner and 

operator and does not have an active sensing device  onboard that 

collects personal information about any individual without the 

individual's consent."   
 

  EFFECT:   Provides that the act's restrictions and  requirements 
for operation of unmanned aircraft in Washington st ate airspace do 
not apply to an operation that has been authorized under the Federal 
Aviation Administration Modernization and Reform Ac t (FMRA) or other 
federal authority establishing that the operation i s lawful and 
permitted under federal law, but the state law requ irements do apply 
to operations conducted pursuant to the exemption f rom regulation 
for recreational uses established under the FMRA Sp ecial Rule for 
Model Aircraft.
